ustified In Case Of Killer Eichmann 


Charges Bonn Official 
‘Worse Than Eichmann’ 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The 
charge that a present high offi- 
cial in the West German Gov- 
ernment was “worse than Adolf 
Eichmann” has been made by Dr. 
Max Marten, a West German 
attorney. 


The charge is leveled against 
Dr. Hans Globke, present State 
Adviser to West German Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer. 


Marten published a series of 
articles in which he stated that 
Globke, while head of the Jew- 
ish Department in the Nazi Min- 
istry of the Interior during World 
War II, blocked a proposal by 
Eichmann which would have per- 
mitted the emigration of 20,000 
Jews from Nazi-occupied Salo- 
nika in Greece to Palestine, 


The disclosure prompted the 
Prosecutor of Frankfurt, West 
Germany, to remark last. week 
that the Globke affair “has 
dragged the West German Gov- 
ernment into the worst mud it 
has known since its establish- 
ment.” 


The Tel Aviv evening daily 
“Ydioth Achronoth,” reporting on 
Dr. Marten’s chargés, points out 
that in 1935 Globke wrote the 
interpretation for the Nurem- 
burg Laws which were designed 





Postmaster Gets 
Letter to God - 


JERUSALEM (P-O) —A 
letter addressed to “Almighty 
God” and including special 
“regards” to His Angels, was 
recently delivered to the 
Postmaster of Nahariya by 
a baffled postal official who 
admitted inability to devise 
a means of delivering the 
note to its true addressee. 

The mystifying missive 
was penned by a student in 
Australia who simply desig- 
nated God’s address as Post 
Office Box 000, Israel. The 
envelope bore the message 
“Most Urgent.” 

The writer asked God to 
provide the necessary funds 
so the student could con- 
tinue his studies. The note 
wound up with the thought- 
ful gesture “Regards to You, 
Oh Almighty God and re- 
gards to Your Angels.”

Dr. Marten claims that when 
Nazi S. S. officers arrived in 
February, 1943, in Salonika with 
a special detachment of 200 men 
to speed the task of deporting 
60,000 Salonika Jews, Marten 
suggested to Eichmann that 
10,000- of the Jews be permitted 
to migrate to Palestine. 


According to Marten, Eichmann 
said, “Let 20,000 go.” Eichmann 
then contacted Globke, who 
turned thumbs down on the pro- 
posal, Marten asserts, 


Globke has claimed that he was 
never head of the Jewish De- 
partment in the Ministry of the 
Interior and that he never 
blocked the deportation to Pale- 
stine of the Jews mentioned by 
Dr. Marten. 


He admits, however, talking 
with Dr. Wili Akelberg, Chief 
Adviser of the German Govern- 
ment during the war, about “put- 
ting the Nuremburg laws into 
effect in Greece.”

Killer’s Aide 


May Testify 


At His Trial 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Austria 
may ship Adolf Eichmann’s 
World War II assistant to Israel 
to testify at the Nazi mass mur- 
derer’s trial now scheduled to 
begin March 15. 

The Austrian Ministry of Jus- 
tice in Vienna has expressed com- 
plete willingness to allow ex-S.S. 
Officer Franz Novak to appear 
as a witness at the trial if the 
Israeli authorities wish him to 
do so. 

This development was reported 
by the Tel Aviv evening paper 
“Maariv.” Novak was arrested 
in Vienna a week ago. The Gen- 
eral Prosecutor of Frankfurt, 
West Germany, had offered a re- 
ward of 10,000 .M. for his cap- 
ture. 

An official of the Austrian 
Government told the Maariv cor- 
respondent that the Austrian au- 
thorities would do whatever they 
could to help Israel in the in- 
terrogation of Novak. Although 
there is no extradition treaty be- 





CHICAGO (P-O) — The Ger- 
man Ambassador to the United 
States — Wilhelm G. Grewe — 
believes Adolf Eichmann should 
be tried in Israel and not in Ger- 
many, because Germany does not 
have capital punishment while 
Israel does, 

“The fact that Israel permits 
the death penalty for certain 
crimes,” said Grewe at a press 
conference during the week in 
Chicago, “is ample reason for 
the Eichmann trial being held 
there. Generally speaking, I am 
opposed to capital punishment 
but in this case it is justified.” 

THE GERMAN Ambassador 
said he is satisfied Eichmann will 
get a fair trial in Israel. He is 





tween the two countries, the of- 
ficial said that fact would not 
hamper the surrender of Novak 
to Israel, if Israel made the re- 
quest. 

Meanwhile, it became known 
that Klaus Eichmann, son of the 
mass-murder, tried during his 
stay in Vienna to convince No- 
vak to testify in Eichmann’s de- 
fense, When Novak was arrested, 
Klaus left Vienna.

U.S. ‘Worried’ About Israel 
Reactor? Indifferent to Cairo’s

WASHINGTON (P-O) — The 
U.S. State Department is not curi- 
ous about the Soviet-built atomic 
reactor in Cairo, the capitol city 
of the “neutral” United Arab Re: 
public. 


The lack of either curiosity or 
concern contrasts sharply with 
the Department’s official atti- 
tude, recently made public, over 
the atomic plant under construc- 
tion in Israel with support from 
Western-allied France. 


State Department officials let 
it be known at the end of last 
December that they were appre- 
hensive that Israel, a pro-West- 
ern country, might be building 
an installation capable of produc- 
ing atomic bombs. U. S. concern 
apparently was dissipated only 
by the official denial by Israel's 
U. S.. Ambassador Avram Har- 
mon that the French-supported 
reactor. in the Negev would be 
used to make bombs. 


When asked why similar offi- 
cial interest was not directed 
toward the Soviet-built reactor in 





the UAR, the State Department 
said it had no evidence of its 
existence, 


“We have heard the reports 
about the Russian-built Cairo re- 
actor; but we have no substantia- 
tion of it,” State Department 
press officer Francis Tully said 
on January 26. 


That same day a spokesman 
from the UAR Embassy in Wash- 
ington admitted the reactor’s ex- 
istence and the support from the 
USSR. While insisting the reac- 
tor is for Peaceful use, Mr. Mo- 
hamed Nagib, a member of the 
UAR press office,-could give no 
details as to its size or type. 

“The information about (the 
reactor) is so secret and confi- 
dential that I don’t believe any 
of the details are available to 
any of’our Embassy staff here,” 
he said. 


On January 27, however, a 
spokesman from another section 
of the Department of State said, 
“Of course, we have known about 
the Soviet-built UAR reactor. It 
is registered with the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Commis- 





sion and its construction has 
been announced.” 

He could not explain why US. 
curiosity about nuclear plants 
in the Middle East seems to be 
limited only to those in Israel, 
even though the Cairo reactor, 
like all nuclear reactors, is capa- 
ble of producing the fissionable 
material essential for the pro- 
duction of atomic weapons.

TEL AVIV (P-O) — The en- 
actment of a municipal ordinance 
against street begging was urged 
this week by Mayor M. Namir 
of Tel Aviv who told the City 
Council that city police are now 
without. authority to arrest pan- 
handlers. 

Mayor Namir’s proposal came 
in answer to a question by Coun- 
cilman M. Stern, a Progressive. 
The Mayor explained there is a 
State law against vagrancy which 
has proved ineffectual, he de- 
clared, in curbing beggars in Tel 
Aviv.

The postponement of the trial 
from March 6 to March 15 was 
the subject of an editorial in the 
current issue of the London Jew- 
ish Chronicle criticizing the Is- 
raelj authorities for “ineptitude” 
and “dilatory tactics.” 

“Promptness,” asserted the 
Chronicle editorial, “is an im- 
portant factor in the administra- 
tion of justice.” It went on to say 
that the Attorney General had 
been so pre-occupied with the 
Lavon affair that postponement 
of the Eichmann arraignment 
had been ordered despite the 
fact that the world press made 
arrangements for their corre- 
spondents to be present on the 
March 6 date and now must un- 
scramble all their arrangements. 


THE PROPOSED law under 
consideration by the Knesset 
which would take the appoint- 
ment of all the judges who will 
sit in the Eichmann trial out of 
the hands of Justice Binyamin 
Halevi, President of the Jerusa- 
lem District Court, also drew 
criticism. 

A strong protest was lodged 
with the Knesset Committee for 
Legislature, Law and Justice by 
the Council of the Law Faculty 
of the Hebrew University in Jer- 
usalem which charged that the 
Projected law was an insult to 
the honor of the Israeli judiciary. 

Shmuel Tamir, the lawyer who 
defended Malkiel Greenberg in 
the Greenberg-Kastner libel case, 
also attacked the proposed law. 
He derided the publicized theory 
that the Government wanted to 
replace Halevi as the spreme ar- 
biter in the trial because Halevi 
had expressed opinions on the 
Eichmann case during a previ- 
ous court proceeding at which he 
presided. 

IN A TALK before the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, here, Ta- 
mir said the Government opposed 
Halevi “not because Dr. Halevi 
was biased against Eichmann 
but because the Prime Minister 
and Minister of Justice Rosen 
are afraid that the Eichmann 
trial may bring out a number 
of things about Eichmann’s col- 
laborators who were not Ger- 
mans alone.” 

In the meantime, the Ministry 
of Justice has decided to per- 
mit Dr. Robert Servatius, Eich- 
mann’s counsel, to interview his 
client in private, out of the ear- 
shot of any third party. 

Servatius had protested to Jus- 
tice Minister Rosen that a guard 
was always present when he con- 
ferred with his client. The Co- 
logne attorney_at one Point 
threatened to withdraw as de- 
fense attorney unless his de- 
mand for a private interview was 
granted.

In Discriminatory Practices 


(Editor’s Note: This is 
third in a series of AA 
based on a book called “Dis- 
crimination —U.S.A.” by United 
States Senator Jacob K. Javits 
ef New York. Published by 

Harcourt Brace.) 

The nation has tried in many 
ways to overcome racial preju- 
lice and religious bigotry. How- 
aver, although the fight con- 
‘inues, the blight remains, ac- 
sording to Senator Javits, who 
added “there may be no one 
formula which can cure it.” 

“It is a fact,” he wrote, “that 
our country has fought and gen- 
erally overcome much of the 
grave prejudice against Quakers, 
Catholics, Jews and other reli- 
gious non-conformists; against 
Irishmen, Poles, Chinese, Jap- 
anese, Greeks, Italians, Levan- 
tines, and others of different na- 
tional origins. 

“It is still fighting serious prej- 
udice against Negroes and those 
of Puerto Rican and Mexican ex- 
traction. That fight will go on 
until all Americans enjoy equal- 
ly the opportunities and respon- 
sibilities of our democracy with- 
out regard to race, creed or na- 
tional origin. This is the assur- 
ance of our freedom; that the 
denial of equality of opportunity 
will not be accepted as the norm 
im fact or in law.” 

What about discrimination to- 
day in housing, employment, 
schools, politics and the exercise 
of the voting franchise? 

Taking a look at the employ- 
ment situation, Senator Javits 
wrote “Employment agencies 
often use such codes as '53’s’ for 
Jews, '99’s’ for Negroes and ‘o’ 
and ‘SP’ meaning that Orientals 
and Spanish-Americans are net 
wanted. In some states, employ- 
ment agencies use such designa- 
tions as ‘not recommended by 
Redbook’ to indicate Negro ap- 
plicants; ‘Can’t play the saxo- 
phone’ for Jewish applicants or 
numbers 1, 2, 3, and 1-3 to desig- 
nate white and colored Puerto 
Rican and Spanish applicants. 

“Newspaper advertisments spec- 
ifying religious requirements 
have virtually disappeared al- 
though they were prevalent be- 
fore World War II. Many news- 
papers however still indicate ra- 
cial discrimination in spite of 
communiiv pressure against such 
color labels. 

“Jewish organizations are Par- 
ticularly concerned by the ex- 
clusion of Jews from executive 
posts and their segregation in 
certain departments of large 
companies. In many instances 
they see a relationship between 
this dicrimination and social dis- 
crimination. 

“Insurance companies are se- 
rious offenders, a national sur- 
vey recently indicating that the 
percentage of Jewish executive 
employees in the home offices 
ef seven major firms was less 
than half the number in the 
sales branch offices. Of those in 
the home offices, two-thirds were 
employed as lawyers, doctors, 
actuaries and accountants and 
therefore could not be regarded 
as administrative front office o 
policy-making employees. The 
study covered more than 6,000 
executives earning more than 
$10,000 a year. 

“Discrimination against Jews is 
also found in fimancial institu- 
tions, even where state FEPC 
laws exist. Several years ago in 
a city with a large Jewish popu- 
lation, a study was made of 72 
banks employing more than 20~ 
000 persons. Among the bank 


employees were 300 Jews and 
most of them were working for 
banks which were owned by 
Jews. 


“A Jewish vocational group 
which made 121 contacts with 21 
banks over a nine year period, 
offering highly qualified work- 
ers, was able to find jobs for 
only fourteen, and ten of them 
were hired by one Jewish-owned 
bank. Restrictions are even more 
severe in small communities. 

“Many executives in insurance 
and banking claim that the rela- 
tively low salaries necessitated 
by regulatory laws limiting the 
budget for administration are 
not acceptable to Jewish men 
and women because they can 
earn more in other fields, and 
therefore they do not apply for 
employment. 





“The argument may contain 
some truth but in three insur- 
ance companies paying the same 
low salaries as the others but 
with a reputation for merit em- 
ployment, there were 400 Jews 
among 2,300 employees, a pro- 
portion eleven times that of the 
23 other companies.” 


“Another problem arises where 
there is a tendency toward self- 
segregation; in such cases Jews 
and members of other minority 
groups fail to apply for jobs in 
industries where discriminatory 
practices have been removed and 
continue to concentrate on com- 
panies which either are Jewish- 
owned or do not discriminate. 
This is economically wasteful and 
should be overcome by adequate 
education, publicity and recruit- 
ment.” 





AJC Asks Global UN 
Survey on Anti-Semitism 


NEW YORK (P-O) — The 
United Nations was asked to con- 
duct a world-wide study of anti- 
Semitism by the American Jew- 
ish Committee this week. 

The AJC in a report to the 
United States Mission to the U.N. 
proposed that the study be used 
as the basis for action by individ- 
ual governments against neo-Na- 
zi and anti-Semitic groups. 


Drafted to aid the U. N. Sub- 
commission on the Prevention of 
Discrimination and Protection of 
Minorities, the report frames e 
four-point program. 


It proposes (1) That the sur- 
vey seek out specific informa- 
tion about the nature of each 
neo-Nazi and anti-Semitic grour, 
its membership, ideology, litera- 
ture and activities and an assess- 


ment of its influence; (2) That 
the Subcommission should ascer- 
tain to what extent wholesome, 
outgoing and unprejudiced atti- 
tudes essential to the individual’s 
mental health and the well-being 
of the community, are being fos- 
tered by home, school and 
church; (3) That the survey de. 
termine the correlation between 
anti-Semitic attitudes and hostile 
attitudes toward other groups; 
also the correlation between 
group prejudice and hostile at- 
titudes toward democratic ideas, 
movements and institutions, in- 
cluding the U.N. itself; (4) That 
the Subcommission issue a re 
port on measures and programs 
currently conducted by govern- 
ments of the U. N. member states 


for the purpose of eradicating 
anti-Semitism. 





JERUSALEM (P-O) — A civil 
case against Adolf Eichmann, 
Nazi mass murderer, seeking to 
recoup IL 1,501 paid out by a 
Swiss merchant to help finance 
the famous “rescue train” of 
Jews from Hungary to Switzer- 
land during World War II, may 
never come to trial. 

This is so because the Knes- 
set, the Israeli Parliament, has 
already passed on first reading 
a bill which would exempt Eich- 
mann from liability in civil ac- 
tions. 


THE BILL also provides that 





the court which will conduct the 
Eichmann criminal trial — be- 
ginning March 6 — shall consist 
of a Supreme Court Justice and 
two District Court judges named 
by the President of the District 
Court where the trial is held. 
Under existing law the Dis-

THE PROTESTING judiciary 
insist as one of their main points 
of contention that the aDplica- 
bility of the law, if it is passed, 
should be limited specifically to 
the Eichmann case. 

Government spokesmen have 
advanced as their reason for 
backing the measure, the fact 
that Jerusalem District Court 
Presiding Justice Benjamin 
Ha’Levi expressed opinions on 
the Eichmann case while pre- 
siding at the Greenwald-Kast- 
ner trial and thus disqualified 
himself to sit in the Eichmann 
trial or to have any voice in 
the selection of the judges whe 
will preside. 

The clduse of the projected bill 
which would exempt Eichmann 
from liability in civil actions was 
inspired by a fear that the pres- 

ent civil action might be followed 
by a number of others which 
would “smother the great his- 
toric charge against the Nazi 
mass murderer.” 

THE SWISS merchant’s civil 
action however highlights the 
fact that Eichmann took ransom 
money for the same Jews twice. 
The claimant in the suit is Jo- 
seph Mandel, 62-year old Zurich 
giass merchant, He is represented 
by Samuel Tamir, Israeli attor- 
ney. The suit has been filed in 
the Haifa District Court. 

Eichmann was abie to pull 
eff his financial double-cross 
by trading money for lives with 
Mandel while offering the 
same “live cargo” for “sale” 
to Dr. Rudolph Kastner’s group 
in Budapest. 

Those bringing the suit do not 
actually expect to recover any 
money from Eichmann but o 
prove that he turned his assets in 
the money-deal over to the Ger. 
man Government. Once this fact 
is established, Tamir declared, the 
way will be open for the claimant 
to file a damage suit against the 
West German regime.

LOS ANGELES (P-O) — The 
definition of the word “kosher” 
is at issue in a case pending the 
Supreme Court of the State of 
California. ; 

A local poultry dealer cited 
under the State Kosher Food 
Law on charges of having sup- 
plied non-kosher chicken breasts 
te the Beverly Hills hotel, has 
appealed a lower court order set- 
ting a trial date for the charges 
against him. 

The chicken breasts were 
represented as kosher. The de 
fendant contends that the word- 
ing of the State Kosher Food 
Law is so vague as to make an 
exact interpretation of its mean- 
ing virtually impossible. 

The trial date was set by a 
Beverly Hills Municipal Court 
Justice who cited a 1926 United 
States Supreme Court ruling as 
justification for holding the de- 
fendant.

! JERUSALEM @-O) — Army 
Bfe for young Hassidim in Israel 
gan be as much of a gambol as 
g@ grind. BH links Talmud with 
trooping and sharpshooting with 
gide curls. 

From parade dress they go to 
“page-a-day” and from “shtrei- 
me!” lids to squads left. But who 
minds? 

FOR THESE young Yeshiva 

students, who have joined the 
religious Moshav of Viznitz, are 
fearning to defend their new 
homes at Ami’oz along the Gaza 
Strip even while they are learn- 
ing the deep beauties of the Tal- 
mud and the gay melody of Has- 
gidic songs. 
' The troopers at Ami’oz are the 
first of their kind. For here the 
Hassidim from Yeshivoth in Jeru- 
salem, B’nai-Brak and Safad op- 
erate their own Moshav. They 
don’t go to army camps or army 
instructors. The army instruc- 
tors bring the army camps to 
them. 

The ways of the military may 
be strange to them but they take 
to the new “milieu” with aplomb. 


THE IDEA was started by Rab 
Moshe Arnester, son-in-law of 
the Rabbi of Viznitz, who visual- 
ized a colony where the Chassi- 
dim could fulfill their military 
duties while pursuing Hassidic 
stud:2s and learning the agricul-

In short, he saw a religious

So the Hassidim do double- 
time drills, learn the intricacies 
of a Mauser Rifle (Model 98), 
jump their way through para 
chute chores; rise and shine at 
5:20 a.m., fold their blankets 
military style and don their 
tefilin to the tune of the bugle. 

At the same time, they learn 





how to grow onions, potatoes 
and peanuts; how to cut dia- 
monds and how to keep the Torah 
and mitzvas, and to do Hassidic 
gavottes. 


LAST WEEK, when “liberty” 
bugled throughout the Moshav, 
they boarded army trucks, went 
to the home of the Rabbi of Viz- 
nitz, consumed cakes and wine, 
beamed while the Rabbi kissed 
his inventive son-in-law on the 
forehead, listened reverently 
while he gave them a lesson in 
Scriptures and then placed hands 
on each other’s shoulders and 
circles the Rabbi in a jubilant 
Hassidic dance. 

The instructors at the Moshav 
are picked for their religious pro- 
pensities—even to the “top ser- 
geants.” There isn’t a cuss in a 
carload. 

An idea of the nature of the 
camp may be gained from the 
“loyalty oath” they take upon 
entering. Instead of SWEARING 
to “keep loyalty to the State of 
Israel, to its legislature and au- 
thorized authorities” they DE- 
CLARE to “keep by heart and 
soul, loyalty to the security of 
the State.” 


THEY WIND up the “oath” 
with the DECLARATION that 
they will devote their powers 
“to the defense of the homeland 
and the freedom of Israel IN 
THE SPIRIT OF THE TORAH 
AND THE MESORAH.”

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Fighting Hate With Hate Adds 
To Stature of Inflated Bigots 


BOSTON (P-O) — Bigots are 
given increased stature by well- 
meaning, good-intentioned mobs 
that fight hate with more hate 
and violence, according to Rob- 
ert Segal in an article in the 
Jewish Times dealing with the 
recent attempt by George Lin- 
coln Rockwell, American Nazi, 
to picket the moving picture “Ex- 
odus” at the Saxon Theatre here. 


BOTH SEGAL and Steve Esrat, 
also a Jewish Times writer, join 
in urging the public to follow a 
“rational” rather than an “emo- 
tional” pattern in dealing with 
incidents such as that involving 
Rockwell and his swastika-wear- 
ing “storm *,oopers” who were 
manhandled by a Boston mob in 
the picketing attempt. 

The policy of simply quaran- 
tining the bigots, proposed by 
the responsible leaders of the 
Boston Jewish community, was 
largely disregarded by crowds 
whose membership was over- 
whelmingly non-Jewish. Mobs ap- 
parently reason that it’s easier to 
fight hate with hate. 


SEGAL DECLARES that those 
who fight opinions with clubs 
and stones are not serving them- 
selves but simply boosting the 
stock of their foe — Rockwell. 

“In Boston,” writes Segal, 
“Rockwell had a close brush with 
death. Recognized two seconds 
earlier, rescued by police three 
seconds later, he may well have 
been torn to shreds, the frenzy 
of his opponents was so great. 
Rockwell was frightened and he 
admitted he was frightened. 


“BUT BENEATH his fear was 
@ perverse sense of triumph. He 
took on new stature with his fol- 
lowers. The day before he came 
to Boston he was a minor 
leaguer among bigots. The day 
he: asked police for protective 
custody and departed Boston, he 
had moved on to the majors. 

“What is written here will be 
regarded with contempt by many 
who know deep in their souls 





that this is correct but still can- 
not shake themselves free of the 
passion of the moment. They 
have decided not to listen to the 
organized Jewish community and 
the Mayor of Boston, appealing 
to them to help quarantine Rock- 
well. Instead, they have chosen 
a quick victory which in the end 
may well prove a long-time de- 
feat. 

“MEANWHILE, Rockwell has 
shaped a new formula for ad- 
vancing his nasty work; prove 
to the country that when you 
claim to go crusading against 
Communism (even though you 
are actually out to destroy Jews) 
you yourself are denied your 
freedoms. Then move on to a 
bigger take of the hate money 
and a bigger gang of ruffians, 
obliging press and television to 
give you ample coverage because 
you are notoriously news wor- 
thy.” 

Esrat writes that the policy of. 
quarantine, proposed by the Bos- 


ton Jewish community, “aims at 
the weakest point in a bigot’s 
campaign — his pride.” By deny- 
ing him any form of publicity, 
Esrat asserts, you give him no 
chance to grow or to gain not- 
oriety among the lunatic fringe 
and you hurt his inflated ego 
by cutting him down to size. 
ESRAT writes: “Boston City 
Councilor Peter Hines raised a 
point — also brought up by the 
Jewish Community Council — 
when he demanded an investiga- 
tion into why Rockwell was al- 
lowed to appear and why he was 
not immediately arrested on a 
charge of incitement to riot.” 
Esrat asks why the Boston 
police, knowing that the swastika- 
wearing Rockwell would have 
created a disturbance, did not 
contact him at his home in Wash- 
ington and tell him that the 
moment he appeared on a Bos- 
ton street wearing the swastika 





arm band he would be placed un- 
der arrest. 





Nazi Attempt to Smear Jewish 
Martyr Faces Test in Court 


PARIS (P-O) — A German at- 
tempt to smear the character 
of Herszl Greenspan, the first 
Jewish resistance fighter, who 
shot and killed the Nazi diplomat 
Ernst von Rath in Paris on Nov. 
7, 1938, is shortly to be blasted 
in the French Courts. 

GREENSPAN’S parents, now 
living at Kiryat hmuel, Haifa 
have briefed a Parisian lawyer, 
Maitre Isidore Franckel, to start 
libel proceedings against the 
German Journalist Baron Michaei 
Soltikow, according to Maurice 
Carr, writing in the Jerusalem 
Post. 

Soltikow has devoted his post- 
war energies to besmirching 
Greenspan by trying to prove that 
the latter did not kill yon Rath 
as a protest against Nazi perse- 
cution of the Jews but because 
Greenspan and von Rath had a 
homosexual relationship.

Purchase of Non-Jewish Corpses 
Abroad Urged in Disseciion Row 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—In their 
attempt to reconcile the observ- 
ance of Torah and the needs, of 
modern medicine, religious ele- 
ments in Israel have proposed 
the purchase of non-Jewish dead 
bodies abroad for use by surg- 
eons in post-mortem dissections. 


THE PROPOSAL climaxes a 


series of protests against alleged- 
ly “scalpel happy doctors” in Is- 
rael who are accused of dissect- 
ing Jewish corpses without good 
reason, frequently in callous dis- 
regard of the wishes of the fam- 
ily of the deceased. 

The climax was capped, accord- 
ing -.o spokesmen for a group 
of leading Rabbis, when the body 
of the brother of Chief Rabbi I. 
Nissim of Israel was subjected 
to a post-mortem. 


A STRIKE BY burial associa- 
tions looms as a result of the 
furor which has boiled up over 
the mounting controversy be- 
tween the opposing Rabbis and 
the Hadassah Medical Organiz- 
ation which champions the post- 
mort2m dissections. 

The burial societies have 
threatened that unless the hos- 
pitals stop the _ post-mortems, 
they will declare a moratorium 
on burials and refuse to inter the 





bodies of patients who die in hos- 
pitals. 

ACCORDING to a report in 
“Yedioth Achrohoth” the Chief 
Rabbinate plan the summoning 
of a national conference of Chev- 
roth Kadisha (burial societies) 
to set up ways and means of 
making this threat effective. 

At a meeting between mem- 
bers of the Hadassah Medical 
Organization and representatives 
of the Orthodox Council and the 
Rabbinate Council of Jerualem, 


a compromise was reached under | 


the terms of which the HMO 
spokesmen’ promised—as far as 
possible — to prevent post-mor- 
tems being carried out against 
the wishes of the family of the 
deceased. 

THE RABBIS emphasized the 
fact that bodies could be pur- 
chased abroad to take the place 
of deceased Israelites on the dis- 
secting tables. 

Physicians of the Hadassah 
Medical Organization explained 
that the relationship of Rabbi 
Nissim’s brother to the Chief 
Rabbi was not known at the 
time the post-mortem was per- 
formed on his body. The doctors 
added that the post-mortem re 
vealed the cause of a paralysis 
of the mouth that had puzzled 


doctors for 15 years, 

THE RABBIS asserted that the 
only condition under which they 
would consent to a dissection 
would be where such an opera- 
tion might save the life of an- 
other patient. 

The Hadassah physicians said 





that the post-mortems are a 
check after death on the treat- 
ment given the patient by the 
physician. The objective, the phy- 
sicians added, is to prevent the 
recurrence of mistakes.

THE LATTER was not in at 
the time but von Rath, First Sec- 
retary of the Embassy, entered, 
and Greenspan was referred to 
him. Von Rath, according ‘a 
Franckel, asked Greenspan into 
his office. Greenspan riddled him 
with bullets which had originally 
been intended for Hitler’s Am- 
bassador. 

The German authorities have 
issued a document certifying 
that Greenspan, who had served 
time in a French prison for the 
murder, died on April 7, 1945. 


“THE NAZIS,” said Franckel, 
“are now trying to murder the 
reputation of Greenspan, who 
was the first Jewish Resistance 
fighter.” 


Franckel is giving his services 
in the libel suit without charge.

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Passover Matzoh Shortage 
Looms in Promised Land 


TEL AVIV (P-O)—The Prom- 
ised Land may have to do with- 
out the traditional matzohs that 
commemorate the departure of 


the Israelites from Egypt on 
their trek to the Promised Land. 
Matzoh manufacturers made 
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this gloomy prediction as they 
disclosed that they don’t have 
enough money on hand to buy 
flour under the treasury’s new 
“pay as you bake’ policy. 

Unless the Government pro- 
vides the necessary funds im- 
mediately and the Rabbinate lifts 
its ban against around-the-clock 
baking (presently prohibited be- 
cause of supervision problems) 
the manufacturers declared, they 
will have neither the money nor 
sufficient time to bake matzohs 
for Passover, now only nine 
weeks away.

Aid to Parochial

The smoldering controversy 
over state aid to education 
threatens to split the U. S. Jew- 
ish community into two oppos- 
ing camps. 

WITH THE announcement 
from Albany, some weeks ago, 
that the Governor intended to 
ask the N. Y. state legislature to 
support his proposal for state 
aid to schoois with religious af- 
filiations, as well as those with- 
out, there has come a storm of 
protest from a majority of the 
Jewish leaders and organizations. 

The first such reaction came 
from the New York City Com- 
mittee of Jewish Affairs. The 
committee, which is a member of 
the National Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Council, voted to 
oppose the governor’s proposal. 
The vote was not unanimous. 

DECIDING TO abstain from 
the vote was the Union of Or- 
thodox Jewish Congregations. A 
spokesman for the UOJC said, 
“we want more time to gather 
in more facts before we make 
a decision.” The UOJC, has still 
not made their position clear 
It is known however, that among 
the leadership of the UOJC, there 
is an element that has long sup- 
ported the concept of state aid 
to education. 

The first of several meetings 
planned for this week to sup- 
port the governor’s Proposal wili 
take place at the Jacob Joseph 
School in Manhattan, The meet- 
ing will bring together many of 
the leading directors of yeshivas 
from around the city. Rabbi Ben- 
jamin Koenigsberg, will lead the 
discussion on the ways and 
means of lending their support 
to this bill. Rabbi Koenigsberg, 
also said that he is inviting Pro- 
fessor William W. Brickman, to 
the meeting. 

Professor Brickman, has long 
been an advocate of state and 
federal aid to education. In a 
speech before the 62nd anniver- 
sary convention of UOJC in At- 
lantic City recently, he said. 
“American Jews should drop a 
dogmatic and inflexible policy 
of opposition to all forms of pub- 
lic aid to religious education.” 

THE UOJC is not the only or- 
ganization without some under- 
current of indecision, 

The New York Board of Rabbis 
unalterably opposed to any kind 
of state aid to religious institu- 
tions, came under attack by one 
of their executive board mem- 
bers who expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the board’s decision to 
denounce the bill publicly before 
more voices were heard on the 
Subject. The objector is Rabbi 
Shalom B. Kowalsky.- Rabbi Ko- 
walsky felt that although there 
might be some danger in church- 
State relationships if public 
monies were to be directly sent 
to the schools, he sees no Possible 
danger if the funds were distri- 
buted through an independent 
agency, such as the Jewish Ed- 
ucation Committee of New York. 

On the other side of the fence, 
Leo Pfeffer, of the American 
Jewish Congress, said that his 
organization and the Civil Liber- 
ties Union, were prepared to gc 
to court when and if the bill is 
passed, 

The Intermountain Jewish 
News, of Denver, reported that 
Rabbi Samuel Adelman, of that 
city, was up in arms over this 
element in our society who is 
neutral, 

“The American public schools,” 


he said, “disregard the religious 
foundations upon which this na- 
tion is built and try to achieve a 
kind of neutralism or indiffer- 
ence to religion ... that neutral- 
ism aids and abets irreligion, if 
not anti-religion.” He added that 
the child may get “the erroneous 
impression that there can be a 
segment of his life from which 





God is seperated, namely school.” 

IN THE shadows of Governor 
Rockefeller’s proposals on educa- 
tion to the State Assembly in 
the next few days, lurks a re- 
cent decision by the Supreme 
Court of Vermont, which in a 
unanimous verdict held uncon- 
stitutional a state statue provid- 
ing for tuition payments for stu- 
dents of denominational schools 





bis veered away from discussing 
the controversial issue of mixed 
dancing when they were queried 
in a poll conducted by the Lon- 
don Jewish Chronicle.

certainly very sorry that an 
issue has been made of this mat- 
ter.” 

His regrets were shared by a 
number of his colleagues. 

“Concentration on this issue,” 
said Rabbi L. H. Hardman of 
Hendon, “degrades Orthodoxy. 
We are trying to build up a 
healthy approach to the import- 
ant values of Judaism and this 
issue is doing harm to Orthodoxy 
by having people believe it con- 
sists of nothing but mixed danc- 
ing bans.” 

Rabbi C. I. Shine of the Cen- 
tral Synagogue said, “The people 
making a fuss over this are 
doing a disservice to Anglo- 
Jewry.” 

Dayan M. Lew of Hempstead 
Garden and Dayan M. Steinberg 
of Brixton said they were unable 
to comment on the issue. 

A few strong opinions were 
voiced however. Said Rabbi S. 
Schonfeld of the Union of Ortho- 
dox Hebrew Congregations: “We 
could never condone mixed 
dances—or anything else that is 
against the (Halachic) law, and 
we would never allow mixed 
dances in our Synagogue hall.” 

Of two Federation Rabbis in- 
terviewed, one was non-commit- 
al, This was Rabbi H. Rashbass 
of Clapton who said that “Ortho- 
dox rabbis do not express their 
opinions on such issues.” 

A few of those questioned in 
the poll raised the point of whe- 
ther it would be advisable to per 
mit mixed dancing in Synagogue 
halls in order to prevent Jewish 
youth from possibly going te 
other places of recreation where 
mixed dancing was permitted. 





Editor Bars Beth Din Trial 
On Grounds of Press Freedom 


LONDON (P-0)—The Jewish 
Chronicle refused to accept an 
invitation for a Din Torah (Jew- 
ish Halachic Court) before the 
London Beth Din on the grounds 
that such a proceeding would 
constitute an infringement of 
the freedom of the press. 

The court action was proposed 
by a group of two rabbis and 
two Dayanim (Beth Din Judges) 
as a result of an article published 
in the Chronicle reporting a 
meeting in Leeds addressed by 
the four men. 

They claimed the report was 
defamatory in that it imputed 
to them “dirty-mindedness” and 
“mental unbalance.” 

In a letter to the Chronicle 
editor, which the newspaper pub- 
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lished, the quartet asserted “We 
have never objected and do not 
object to fair and honest critk 
cism and even to stringent critk 
cism, which is also fair and hon- 
est. Your leading article however 
goes far beyond this and is 
grossly and maliciously defama 
tory to us, particularly in is 
references to ‘emotional stability* 
and ‘mental hygiene’.” 


The quartet demanded not only, 
a retraction and an apology but 
also insisted that the paper pay 
them monetary “damages” and 
proposed that the case be tried 
by the London Beth Din. 


In reply, the editor wrote: “I 
cannot submit to the jurisdiction 
of the tribunal to which you have 
referred your complaint for ad- 
judication. There is a fundament- 
al principle involved. It would 
be an encroachment on the free- 
dom of the Press were The Jew- 
ish Chronicle constrained to jus- 
tify its views and accept judge- 
ment upon them by the London 
Beth Din. Once established, such 
a precendent could be extended 
with the ultimate effect that the 
policy of the newspaper would 
be under the supervision and in- 
deed control of a particular in- 
stitution of the community which 
it serves.” F 

The Chronicle editor subse- 
quently appeared before the Beth 
Din, as a courtesy to the Chief 
Rabbi and his Court. The editor 
explained that he could not sub- 
mit io the jurisdiction of the 
court and gave his reasons, 
based on the principle of press 
freedom.

The Story of the Broken Cherry Tree

Ruth Paller, long time wom-

I should explain first that 
in the small space between the 
apartment house, where he and 
his wife live, and the garage, he 
has a lovely flower garden with 
a flourishing cherry tree right 
in the middle. And thereby hangs 
a tale: 


THE CHERRY TREE 
By Samuel Pearl 

When I was a cheder boy of 
eleven, my constant dream was 
of having a little orchard of my 
own. In our, town of Luknick, in 
Lithuana, Jewish people did not 
have trees or flowers. On the 
hill behind our house, we planted 
potatoes, and on the lower land, 
we planted carrots, beets, cab- 
bage, and cucumbers. When my 
father would take me with him 
on one of his trips into the coun- 
ducks and 
geese, I saw the orchards of the 
farmers, pink,and white in the 
spring and heavy with apples, 
pears, and peaches in fall. With 
all my heart I wanted an orch- 
ard. 

BUT MY FATHER said, “An 
orchard — such a waste of good 
ground. No!” 

Just before Pesach,’ Father left 
home for a three-day buying trip. 
While he was gone a load of lum- 
ber was delivered for a new barn. 
By the time he returned, I had 
put a fence all around the front 
of the house, I had even built a 
little gate. 

MY FATHER took one look at 
the fence and clutched his beard 
in horror. “Who Put that up?” 
he shouted. 

“I needed it. for my orchard,” 
I explained. 

“Fool!” he. cried. “Such valu- 
able timber wasted.” He took an 
ax and started to chop it down. 
but I made such an outcry thai 
my mother came running and 
held his arm: 

He looked at me. Then he 
shrugged. “All right,” he sighed 
“Let it be.” 

Now I had my orchard place 
but no trees, and no money to 
buy them. The Luknik black- 
Smith heard about my orchard 





and offered me two rasberry || 


bushes for a day’s work. I planted 
One at each corner. 

DURING THE Pesach holiday 
from Cheder, Father took me 
along on a one-day trip to the 
country. We stopped at a farm 
house, and while he was doing 
his business with the farmer, J 
explored the farm. There beyond 
a fence was an orchard. 

I looked at the trees longingly 


Then my eyes fell on a pink ap- | 


ple tree which had seeded itselt 
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on my side of the fence. Surely 
no one would miss it. I found 
a sharp stone and began to dig 
it up. 

JUST AS IT came loose from 
the earth, I felt a hand on my 
shoulder. It was the farmer’s 
wife. “What are you doing, boy?” 
she cried sternly. 

To my horror, tears came to 
my eyes. Here I was: eleven, al- 
most a man, and I was crying. 

The farmer lady’s face soft- 
ened. “Do you like trees?” she 
asked. 

I nodded eagerly, and told her 
about my orchard. 

“Come,” she said. She led me 
into the orchard and pointed to 
a cherry tree about two feet tall 
“You may dig that tree up for 
your orchard. Then you will have 
an apple tree and a cherry tree.” 

HOW CAREFULLY I planted 
and tended my orchard all that 
summer, How I watched it ali 
winter, Packing my trees carec- 
fully with straw so that the icy 
Lithuanian winter would not 
freeze them. 

And my trees rewarded me. By 
the next Pesach, the cherry tree 
was six feet tall and full of 
blossoms.

I felt as if a mem- 
ber of my family had been killed. 
I sat on the ground looking at 
my bare broken little tree. J 
couldn’t speak. I couldn’t eat. I 
couldn’t be comforted. All day 
I sat there. 

Mother came and tried to bring 
me into the house. Father said, 
“Tll buy you another tree — a

There it stood, a bare trunk with 
a burlap bandage. 

The week before Shavuos, as 
I returned from Cheder, I saw 
my mother waving excitedly to 
me from the gate. She motioned 
me to hurry. When I reached 
the gate, she pointed to the tree. 
“Look, Son, Look!” she cried. 

Buds — my tree was full of 
pale green buds. It had come 
back to_life.

PEARLROTH: I was told recently by Rabbi Halber- 
stan, that you could supply me with information tracing the 
history of the name of Ulmer. About all I know of the family, 
history is that for a good many generations the Ulmer family, 
lived in Hungary, but what the origin of the name js, I have 
no idea.—W. L. ULMER. Cleveland, Ohio. . 
ULMER is a family name the origin of 
which is either geographical or profes- 
sional. It is perhaps taken from the name 
of the great city of Ulm in Bavaria. The 
Jewish population of Ulm was exiled in the 
year 1500 and the various families scattered 
to all corners of western and eastern Eu- 
rope. But wherever they went they re- 
tained the memory of the city of their 
origin, calling themselves Ulmer, Ulman 
and Ulma. On the other hand it is possible Peariroth 
that the name Ulmer refers to a particularly luxurious type 
of tobacco pipe which was originally manufactured in Ulm. 
If your ancestor was a tobacco pipe dealer who took great 
pride in the Ulmer variety of pipe it is possible that he took 
his name from-his stock in trade.

terns in our urban areas and the 
growth of suburban communi- 
ties. Change of this nature has

the imposition of membershig 
dues has ceased to be a simple 
task. The membership of the 
typical congregation runs. the 
gamut of economic levels and 
brackets. With the constant preg 
sure of economic inflation plug 
the ever-changing. program. dé 
Mands and requirements, we 
must ask whether the single, 
minimum family dues levy can 
fulfill our future requirements? 
If not, what are the alternatives? 

CURRENT research has led 
most congregational leaders te 
the view that the creation of a 
graduated dues structure is the 
only solution. Having come to 
this conclusion, they are still 
faced with a serious problem — 
the delineation of what each 
member shall pay?

In an address to the 10th Bien- 
nial Convention of the National 
Association of Temple Admini- 
strators (Reform) in November 
1959, Frank J. Adler, Administra- 
tive Director of Congregation 
B’nai Jehudah, Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, spoke on “An Approach 
To Dues Equalization.” In his 
introduction he asked the asseme- 
bled professional administrators 
whether they thought that basiug 
dues on the ability to pay was 
“radically new” and said: 


“THEN TURN to your Bible 
and re-read the 16th chapter of 
Deuteronomy: Three times in a 
year shall all thy males appear 
before the Lord thy God in the 
place which He shall choose: on 
the feast of unleavened bread, 
on the feast of weeks and on the 
feast of tabernacles; and they 
shall not appear before the Lord 
empty; every man shall give as 
he is able, according to the bless- 
ing of the Lord thy God which 
He hath given thee.” 

Next week we shall deal with 
the areas of securing the future 
of your synagogue and estab 
lishing administrative patterns 
for the years ahead.

BOARDS ARE COWED 


A CONTEMPORARY —The Sentinel, of Chicago — 
expresses shock because the disclosure of the memoran- 
dum of the American Zionist Council forbidding that any 
advertising, subscriptions or even new releases be sent to 
The POST and OPINION didn’t “even create a surface 
ripple in the Jewish press or the community itself.” 

This is true—but not the whole story. 

The publication of this infamous memorandum, which 
ties in with the ban on advertising in The P-O imposed 
by the United Jewish Appeal, will serve its purpose, even 
though comment, as pointed out by The Sentinel, has been 
nil, 

FOR ONE THING, The P-O will have gained stature 
in the American Jewish community. Any attempt to sup- 
press free comment cannot but rebound to the benefit of 
the so-called victim. 

The lesson also will not be lost on the national Jewish 
organizations. They will think out the consequences of any 
such action before taking such a drastic step again. 


BUT THE REAL answer, as pointed out by The Sen- 
tinel, will be when the lay people begin to think for them- 
selves. This kind of revolution will be carried up to the 
lay boards, who now seem to be cowed by the professionals, 
and at that point many of the activities of our national 
Jewish organizations will change radically. 


THE CHIPS ARE DOWN 


ALL OF BEN GURION’S criticism of the Zionist move- 
ment in the United States will not prove as disturbing as 
the call by Rabbi Joachim Prinz for the dismantling of 
the Zionist organizations. Under neavy fire, we have an 
idea that two things may happen to Rabbi Prinz. One is 
that he may be forced to resign as president of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress, or two is that he may change his 
views. This is the unfortunate aspect of American Jewish 
life, but we hope that Rabbi Prinz sticks to his guns. 

This puts the cards right on the table. Either the Zion- 
ist movement in America proves itself, or they will have 
to concede that Rabbi Prinz was right. Up to this time it 
was easy enough to throw Ben Gurion’s criitcisms back 
into his teeth. Either his knowledge of the American Jew- 
ish community was challenged or it was alleged that he 
sought to build his own political bridges while destroying 
the Zionist movement. 

BUT NOW THIS isn’t so. Rabbi Prinz’s call cannot 
be ignored. The chips are down. 


QUITE RIGHT 


WITHOUT MEANING to, the United Press Inter- 
national described the three wings of Judaism fairly ac- 
curately in a news story recently on the widespread use 
of artificial insemination in the U. S. 

Said the UPI: 

“The Roman Catholic Church prohibits artificial in- 
semination by donors and Orthodux Jews can avail them- 
selves of it only with rabbinical approval. Conservative 
and Reform Jews make their own decisions.” 


THIS ISN’T NECESSARY 


The Synagogue Council announces in a news release 
that: “Leading members of the Cabinet of the Kennedy 
administration during the past week have written personal 
communications to the Synagogue Council of America 
thanking it tor its expressions of support on their recent 
appointments and inviting continued SCA cooperation with 
the US. Government.” 

THIS PRACTICE seems to us totally unwarranted. It 
might be a pleasant gesture to address such a message to 
the President, but no one expects, at least in the U. S. that 
the Jews have to state specificaliy that they will sup- 
port the elected or appointed government officials. 

The mere fact of writing such a letter would indicate 
that there is some doubt in some people’s minds about the 
loyalty of U.S. Jews. Is this a practice of other denomina- 
tions? 

THE ANSWERS THE SCA received, those few parts 
quoted in the SCA’s news release. seem to indicate that 
these assurances were not expected. Dean Rusk, Adlai Stev- 
enson and Chester Bowles, the three quoted, seemed at a 
loss how to respond, and what they did say were the formal 
kind of replies, very close to form letters, which are mean- 
ingless. 


SATURDAY FIGHT OVER 


WE HAVEN’T HEARD a stir from our readers or 
elsewhere which is unusual, about the blessing given the 
opening of the Cincinnati Jewish Community Center on 
the Sabbath by Rabbi Eliezer Silver. 

Rabbi Silver has been the tyrant of the older Ortho- 
dox Rabbis, whose word has caused consternation through- 
out the rabbinate. His approval of Saturday opening of 
the Jewish Centers, with certain precautions, sounds the 
death knell for the attempts to keep our Jewish centers 
closed on the Sabbath for swimming and sports activities. 

THAT FIGHT NOW becomes ancient history, and his- 
tory will tell whether Rabbi Silver goes down as a great 
figure who accommodated Jewish tife to the times of his 
day or one who losened the bonds which led to further 
desecrations of the day of rest. 





the EDITOR'S CHAIR... 
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THE ITEM ABOUT the refusal of the 
editor of The—Jewish Chronicle of London to 
submit to the ruling of the London Beth Din 
is one that piques our interest. The editor, 
with all respect, explained to the judges of 
the Beth Din that for him to participate in 
a hearing would jeopardize the freedom of 
the press, for then the Beth Din could be 
called in where a news story or editorial in 
The Jewish Chronicle was challenged on 
grounds of accuracy or interpretation, etc. 
This would make the Beth Din, then, the final 
arbiter and the judge of editorial opinion and 
policy, and to this The Jewish Chronicle could 
not acquiesce. 


We’re not so sure we agree. 


We think the concept of a Beth Din, a . 


Jewish court of law, is a valuable one, and 
we almost wish there were a similar provision 
for them in the American Jewish community. 
Of course, there have been, and will continue 
to be, these courts convened in America, but 
not on the scale as in England where the 
Beth Din is established as a venerable insti- 
tution. 


IF THE CHRONICLE position can be 
maintained, then the power of the Beth’ Din 
may be damaged, and this would be unfor- 
tunate. 

The chaos in American Jewry is what 
leads us to this view. There is no way in which 
a malefactor in American Jewish life can be 
brought to justice. We’re not talking about 
crooks as such, we're talking about people 
who under the guise of doing community-good, 
actually are using the freedom in the Jewish 
community, to perpetrate whatever they seek 
for their own ends.

for which you chairmen will have to forgive 
us on the promise that we’ll be more careful 
with “holdover” hereafter. 








Career in Rabbinate Journey of Disenchantment 


My career in the Rabbinate has 
been a journey of disenchant- 
ment. I had been attracted to Re- 
form because of its pretensions 
to serious consideration of spir- 
itual problems. There was an 
honesty and forthrightness about 
the founders of our movement 
in the 19th century which chal- 
lenged my being. I assumed it 
was our mandate to pursue the 
lodestar of truth in keeping with 
the vision in our own souls. 


I quickly became disillusioned 
when I noted that the dream of 
radical Judaism was snuffed out 
in the bureaucratic hands that 
were meant to nurture its flame. 
We quickly became as_ other 
Jews and began to flounder in 
our attempt to reconcile expedi- 
ency and the loss of principles 
with the prophetic view to which 
we gave lip service. 


I SOUGHT refuge in my own 
congregation. Here indeed was a 
laboratory made to order for a 
venturesome soul. Oh, to re- 
trieve those naive days of yore! 
I thought the experimental serv- 
ices would galvanize the mem- 
bership into more frequent at- 
tendance on Friday nights. Our 
congregational singing would re- 
vive the slumbering folk in- 
stincts and we would rise on the 
wings of music to the sumits of 
new religious insights. Our for- 
ums would stimulate the intel- 
ligence and break through the 
Chinese wall of indifference with 
which modern Jews entomb their 
feelings. 


Here I thought we could re- 
gain those members who belong 
though atheists and who identify 
with Judaism though inwardly 
hating themselves, This in a 
sense would be Custer’s last 


stand for the euphoria which 
sustained me in the early days of 
my career. 


BUT THE white flag of sur- 
render is now hoisted to my 
standard. It has been of no avail. 
What I took for approval is 
really the same lethargy. What 
seemed to be sparks igniting has 
proved to be only the dying em- 
bers of an interest that barely 
maintains itself. “Have they ari- 
other care at heart than of the 
moment-—-Men that are lost in 
the darkness, deep in the pit o! 
exile? Can they now lift up the:1 
soul to the day or be prophets 2f 
morning, draw out their hope to 
the end, send on the word to the 
future?” 

Strange thoughts pursue m 
what is this Judaism these peo- 
ple profess, in our congregati sti 
and elsewhere? What is the 
token of their affirmation? What 
is the sign of their belief, the 
emblem of a spiritual yearning? 
Where have we not pruned the 
old tradition, hoping that the 
new vineyard would enthrall tre 
spirit of the modern Jewish in- 
tellectual? What _ innovations 
have we not introduced? 


EVERY YEAR a new model 
sermon; every few years a new 
rabbi out to conquer the world 
and thrill the ladies, Conventians 
galore and certificates of a va- 
cuous religion embossed on fine 
paper, attesting to the fact that 
one was born a Jew, or con- 
firmed, or went through a dozen 
other perfunctory rites. And the 
real evidence of the Jew—where 
did it really manifest itself? 


Nowhere have I seen it, to 
match this scene I shall never 
foget! 


It happened many years ago 


and I accompanied my father to 
Old Orchard Beach on a Sunday. 
It was getting toward dusk and 
it was time for the Mincha 
prayer. There, on the edge of the 
boardwalk, unperturbed by the 
scurrying mass of joviality, my 
father withdrew from the secular 
world and enshrouded himself 
with the holiness of prayer. He 
was lifted above the world; as he 
took several paces backwards at 
the conclusion of the “Eighteen 
Benedictions,” I felt that he was 
really moving forward into the 
realm of utter peace, into a Holy 
of Holies which his lips had con- 
structed on the beach. 


CALL ME A romantic, but I 
must have a vision as the bread 
of my soul. I would gladly ex- 
change the hundred and one 
resolutions of our convictions for 
that one drop of piety I wit- 
nessed many years ago. This is a 
spiritual wilderness we inhabit 
where is the oasis for the soul?
